But both William Hale Thompson 
of Chicago and John P. Hylan of New York have converted the hope 
as to the future into the anguish of the present. Mayor Thoni|)son's 
insulting attitude toward the commissioners of our allies, an atti- 
tude assumed for a cheap political -advantage among foreign-born 
voters which did not materialize, was the linisliing touch for "Kin 
Bill", lie is now marking time in tiie mayoral otlfiee until the sancis 
of his term have r\in out. But Mayor Hylan is newer at the job. His 
inefficiency has not yet tamed liini. And he is playing hob with tlie 
many departments that wore built up during the terms of .lolin 
Purroy Mitchel and other mayors of New York. 

Democracy may make mistakes in thus eallins,' men fnnn ob- 
scurity into political life. But democracy prepares for such men an 
obscurity far more abysmal, after they have "served their terms."

The time is drawing near when the 
Uka ot passenger automobiles will be 
greatly Increased particularly at 
night'. As th« weather beobmes warm- 
er motorists who liavo mot used their 
ciir.'i to any extent during the winter 
montiiB Win begin taking evening 
drives. 

With the Increased number of ears 
on the Btreeta and roads the danger 
frott the glaring headllghta of auto- 
DioblllBtB who' have failed to obey the 
law by equipping their oars with an 
approved dimming . device will also 
Increase. 

There arc many aiitomoiiiles run- 
ning "around without any dimming 
device whatever, endangering the 
lives of the drivers and the IKea of 
drivers of other cars, as well as po- 
destrians. 

Large numbers of automobiles trav- 
el over the" stmts- osary night witii 
glaring headlights, absolutely dlsre- 
l(ardlng the driving comfort and safe- 
ty ot others. 

When the glare from these lights 
strikes another driver It la almost Im- 
possible for him to see just whore 
he 1h Koini; and to prevonl colliding 
with another veliicle or Htril<lnK a 
pedestrian. He has no chance of se- 
curing the other car's number unless 
be turns around and gives chase. 

The policeman, however, has the 
advantage; he can see the car com- 
ing, can determine whothcr or not 
the lights are ijroperly dimmed, and 
If not fiet tlie iniiiilicr trom the rear 
after It has passed. 

If this plan Is followed rlgiously 
for a short time, a.pumher brought 
to arrest- and heavily fined It 1b like- 
ly to put an end to this very danger- 
ously violation of the law. 

It has been pointed out that dealers 
can also help matters along by 
strongly urging purchasers of tars to 
equip them with proper lenses before 
they are delivered. 

There la another set of motorisU 
that violate the law .requiring the 
proper lighting of their vehicles, those 
who (1(1 not liavr their rear lights In 
the proper place and llmse who do 
not keep tlioir rear lanuis Ijiiniing. 

The law requires the t;iil lamps to 
be in such a poalllon that they will 
throw a white tight on the license 
number. 

It has been pointed out that this 1« 
practiced more by the reckless driver 
than by otlicr;". as it enables him to 
get awa^ after an accident at night 
without his identification number be- 
coming known. 

The man who falls to keep his lamp 
hnmteg at all. in addlUon to violat- 
ing the law requiring that a light be 
thrown on the tag, violates aa. well 
that section reqniflng that a red light 
be show n in the rear He also Is al- 
ways in danger of liaving snino one 
crash Into him from ilie rear. *Hli 
the probability that his neglect will 
Moeaatete his fsylng for the damage 
done the aOm ear as well hia 
own.

Two fairly definite seliools of 
thought have emerged in this coun- 
try from the tangle of opinions which 
the world war has thruat upon a 
people busily engaged In working out 
its own destiny imder rules that for- 
merly bad seemed fixed for all time. 

One of these Is strongly Inclined 
to look upon the Winning of the war 
as the supreme 'and only task. With 
them the evils of the day are sufh- 
clent without any reaching forward 
into the future for the purpose of 
coping with evils yet to coiiie. The 
other sees a new world destined to 
arise out of the qhaos of the old, and 
iinslsts that the measure of advance 
preparation^ to meet its require- 
ments win determine' the part which 
a great and free people will play 
therein. 

It is very mucli a (inestlon whether 
these two seliools would not speedily 
unite into one It a clear understand- 
!:',<; of. .,oommo9.. aliBS- could be 
reached. Even more slgniflcant are 
a host of current happenings in lend- 
ing support to the conviction that 
the very preparation for tlie prose- 
cution of the war to a triuniplmnt 
conclusion are paving the way to 
meet the new oondltlona ao certain 
to be brought about. 

The nipst striking evidence In this 
respect is found In the manner in 
which the demands of war have 
shaken thought and action out of 
their accustomed grooves. While 
only a perverted philosophy, anoh as 
the German has taught, can distort 
ihlfl into a defense and apol6gy for 

iir as such, it must be admitted tliat 
uluit is known as tlie "vis inertlae" 
has no nuire resl-dislurlilng antagon- 
ist tlian that produced by the univer- 
sal clash or arms. In the one in- 
stance, of airplane development alone, 
no one doubts that much greater ad- 
vance lias been made since the fateful 
iiiouili of July, 114, than would have 
been accomplished in a half century 
if the B^kBt of Berlin had not dreamed 
that The Day had come. 

How far the shaking up of sloth- 
ful ease has taken place In other di- 
rections would comprise an Inter- 
esting ami almost endless story. To 
begin with, our "splendid Isolation" 
Is gone tor all time. The exigencies 
of war have determined this. They 
have done more. The Hun subma- 
rine has made It neeassaff for Amer- 
ica to build the greatest merchant 
marine that ever sailed the Seven 
Seas. While this is still in tlie build- 
ing it will be finished. And then 
will come the enforced necessity of 
Utilising It after the war. This can 
only meaa that brutal German diplo- 
macy once more turned the wrong 
card, for her own commercial au- 
premaey, gained through "peaceful" 
trade penetrations with vicious vis- 
ions of autocratic doiniiialion ever 
following In the wake, is hopelessly 
d(X)med.
